We 
called again the next day but were told through Wu Chi 
Chong*s chauffeur that we should wait for a few days 
” mores We went there over ten times afterwards and each 
time we. were sent away under one pretext or the other, 
As we were hard pressed by pecuniary and other circum=< 
stances, we could not wait any longer, so we managed 
.to see Wu Chi Chong and argued with hime Realising that 
he was no honger trusted he returned $100 to =e and 
- promised to pay back the other $150 two days later. All 
this took place at the end of June : . 
7 At 7230 pem. on July 15 I visited again the Sun 
Sun Dencing Hall. and insisted upon the return of the ~ 
remainder of the money. I waited there until after 12 
L midnight when Wu Chi Chong'ts chauffeur conveyed his naster's 
words to me that I should call for the money at the cheuf- 
feur*s home at_8 aeme the next daye ‘I went there at the 
a,vointed time but the chauffeur had gone oute I proceeded 
there biecive at 11.30 a.m. on the same day when’ the chauffeur 
was not at home but his wife snd a male and another femhle 
i whom, I learned, were the chauffeur's sine and her husband, 
were there, Without any reason whatever these three 
. «persons attacked me and tore my. clothing. Iwas assaulted, 
yet I was accused of assaulting them. Just then the 
chauffeur returned home and at once reported the matter 
to his antes Ake had me taken to the Sinza Police Station 
at 11.45 asm. on July 16. At tha Station I was not allowed 
to speak a’word, slapped several times by a foreigner and 
a gateman and shut up in a room. Is it just that I should 
have been so insulted? I havée-therefore to lay these 
facts before you with the request that you wiitl be kind
